Jones’ Graphic Yarn 
of Wreck Probed. 


Mrs. Anna Mitchell Jones, bride of 
John Archibald “Jack” Jones, presi- 
dent of Chicago’s Dill Pickle club, was 
drowned in the lake late Saturday 
night or Sunday morning off Racine, 
Wis. 

Jones himself was rescued after 
eighteen hours of clinging to the wreck 
of his boat. He is in a serious condi- 
tion in St. Luke’s hospital, Racine. 
The police and the coast guard are in- 
vestigating his story of the shipwreck. 
Jones says his boat capsized three 
times in the heavy seas, and that his 
wife was washed overboard after eight 
hours of struggle, although he believed 
he had securely fastened her to the 
craft with a chain. 

His story is dramatic—and Capt. 
Joseph Knudsen of the coast guard 
adds that it seems almost impossible. 


On Their Honeymoon.

Jones’ Own Story. 

“We left Milwaukee on Saturday,” 
said Jones. “ At 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon the motor failed and I started to 
tinker with it. Along about 8 o’clock 
the lake began to get rough. I started 
paddling, but I lost the paddles. 

“Then a great wave came and the 
dory capsized. I found my wife strug- 
gling in the water, and after some time 
succeeded in righting the boat and get- 
ting her into it. I put her into the 
bow. Then came another heavy sea 
and the boat tipped over again. 

“Then I fastened my wife with the 
chains that run from the hull to the 
center board. She was bound to the 
hull in an upright position, and I 
thought she was safe.” 

“Seas Washed Her Overboard.” 

“I was burning clothing soaked in 
gasoline, trying to attract help. Every 
once in a while I called to her and she 
answered. 

“It was dark and I could not see her 
I could only hear her voice now and 
then. The last I heard was ‘ Darling, ! 
am so weak. I don’t think I can last 
much longer. I can't hold on.’ 

“I called to her after that, but there 
was no answer. The wind was high 
and the waves roared, and I thought 
perhaps they drowned her voice. But 
the seas had washed her overboard. 

- Boat Capsizes Third Time.

The “outlaw” allroad strike is 
ended. More than 8,000 switchmen, 
yardmen, and enginemen in the Chi- 
cago switching district who have been 
on strike almost since e railroads 
were turned back to their owners by 
the government will be back at work 
within the next few days, it was con- 
fidently stated by the strike leaders. 

First indication of the men's inten- 
tion to end the war on the railroads—a 
war that had taken a guerrilla turn 
with nightly sluggings of strikebreak- 
ers—came early last night when at a 
big massmeeting in the ‘south side 
headquarters of the “ outlaws ” the men 
voted overwhelmingly to return to 
work, 

In the west side headquarters the 
votes were still being counted early 
this morning, but the count showed an 
overwhelming trend toward the end of 
the strike. 

Ends Railroads’ Troubles. 

The end of the strike will mark the 
close of the labor troubles which have 
handicapped the railroads almost since 
the day they were returned to their 
owners by the government, railroad“ex- 
ecutives said. The railroad manage- 
ments added that they had received 
no official notice that the strike had 
been called off; but had believed such 
action was/imminent for the last few 
days. Committees had called on the 
various executives, it was said, asking 
for the “ best terms possible” under 
the agreements which the roads have 
with the railroad brotherhoods.

In some instances a way may 
be found to restore the pension rights 
of those who had long records of faith- 
ful service with the roads before they 
went out on this outlaw expedition.

“We were giad to get them,” a Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul offjcial 
said. 

“We have had no official notice that 
the strike was ended, but the applica- 
tions for jobs indicate that if it has not 
been called off it soon will be.” 

Voting Nationwide. 

The balloting of the “outlaws” last 
night was nationwide, but there was 
every indication that the men in the 
Chicago district would return to work 
regardiess of what was done elsewhere. 

Union officials, however, expressed 
the opinion that the outlaws through- 
out the country would vote for peace.

with the assistance of the Socialist 
party, and that the aim of the strug- 
gle be an acknowledgement on the 
part of the masters of the principle 
‘that their works shall be controlled by 
the men's union.”

William Hale Thompson has been perfect in the 
technique of the political con man. That perfec- 
tion reveals Lundin’s shrewdness. Whatever in- 
struction Lundin needed, which was little, he got 
early in the Lorimer machine. 

Lundin laid the groundwork of this campaign 
for the capture of the state about the time when) 
it seemed probable, if not inevitable, that the 
United States would enter the world war. 

Lundin callé: himself the “ poor Swede.” Prob- 
ably it was the “poor Swede” who suggested to 
Thompson that if the mayor of the sixth German 
city was cool towards the war, no matter how 
inevitable it became and how necessary ® might 
be to American security, he would endear himself 
to that part of the population which resented 
American participation in the war, even for the) 
defense of the United States. : 

Thompson is of American ancestry, and prob- 
ably would not have thought of this policy, but 
he adopted it. He made himeelf natianally con- 
spicuous by refusing to invite Marshal Joffre to 
Chicago, and the city council had to act in the 
mame of the city. He preached the totally un- 
American policy of an embargo, which would surely 


fs have meant the defeat of the nations which were 


to become our allies, a policy which might have 
depriyed us of supplies from abroad in a war of 
our own. Thompson was cool. He would have 
permitted a meeting in Chicago of disloyalists and 
‘pacifists if Lowden had not sent a regiment of 
national guard to disperse the seditionists and 
weak kneed citizens wip wanted to advise Germany 
that we were quitting before we had started. 

Germany found in the actions and speeches of 
Mr. Thompson a propaganda which they thought 
merited the attention of American soldiers in 
France and American soldiers picked up docu- 
ments, dropped by German aviators behind the 
lines, containing remarks by Mr. Thompson on 
the war. 

This policy, Lundin thought, would give Thomp- 
son a large block of Chicago votes. It was a 
policy which cbuld be given_a new slant after the 
war had been won. Lundin knew that after a war 
of such magnitude it is inevitable that there shall 
be a period of high taxation and high prices. _ 

Thompson then was to say that the profiteers 

brought om the war to create high prices and that 
they wanted to bring on another one to make 
high prices continue. Thus a new block of votes, 
representing discontent, could be obtained. Lun- 
din’s strategy ie to seek out elemental prejudices 
and inflame classes by pointing to mythical tyranny 
which seeks to grind them down. 

The practical organization of mercenary poli- 
ticians which forms the core of such a campaign 
was made, under Lundin, nearly perfect. Such an 
organization is held together by money, and money 
was provided in fees, patronage, city offices, special 
assignments and details. Mr. Hewitt has been 
making daily revelation of these operations. City 
employés were paid for public service and worked 
in Thompson headquarters. When the city bor- 
rowed $1,600,000 from banks to meet some bills, it 

- distributed $50,000 in fees to precinct workers, 

. Chauffeurs, bartenders, porters, saloonkeepers, 
clerks, etc. The fees paid when the Thompson 
administration undertekes a public work make 
the work almost ruinove. 

This broke the city, but people pay little atten- 
tion to city finances and rates of taxation and their 
effect upon prices and rentals, and it was a safe 
chance to take. It held an army of workers to- 
gether and made the army enthusiastic. 

To these elements of political strength Lundin 
added the solid colored vote of the city. Many 
reputable Negroes are naturally inclined towards 
an organization which encourages Negro hopes 
of political preferment. Vicious Negroes liked the 
Jicense granted disorderly resorts where blacks 
and whites make the most dangerous combination 
in crime a city cou'd know. Jobs and fees liberally 
scattered in black territory made it a bulwark for 
Thompson. 

Lundin also knows how to use Democrats. No 
one knew better than Lorimer, and Lundin may 
have improved upon his early education. He also 
knew how to use the coercive branches of govern- 
ment, the police and the building inspectors and 
various other inspection departments of the city. 

Business men can take a hint, and it need not 
be @ broad one, to be agreeable to the purnoses of 
the city government and not to be hostile in 
politics. 

Then add Hearst to the mixture, who is pro-

against it, and you have the Thompson carpaign 
for the capture of the state fully prepared for its 
vork.

Senator Harding, speaking to a delegation includ- 
ing two blind ex-service men, charged the Demo- 
cratic administration with “ premeditated neglect” 
of preparation for war. 
It is a grave charge, about the gravest that could 
be brought against a government, and it is a true 
charge. Upon the outbreak of the war Mr. Wilson 
told congress and the people that we had not neg: 
lected preparation; in other words, that we were as 
ready as our possible needs required. A year later, 
it is true, he had changed his ture and was making a 
tour in favor of an army bill. But with this excep- 
tion, throughout the years in which the world shook 
with the European conflict and we were being car- 
ried toward it by forces with which Mr. Wilson him- 
self was dealing, the executive departments did 
virtually nothing to prepare to meet our responsi- 
bilities. Months after our declaration of war they | 
were still struggling with problems which should | 
have been solyed before the hour of war arrived, so 
that our army, though made of as splendid fighting 
materia? as “ever went into battle, had to fight with 
foreign equipment. 

Senator Harding says no excuse may ever be 
made for this neglect of reasonable preparation, and 
he is right. We take his remark as evidence that 
so far as he can bring it about our army and navy 
will not be thus unprepared again. If the people 
are not wise enough to accept the citizen training 
which would be the greatest guaranty of our peace, 
we can at least go far toward preparation for de- 
fense by seeing to it that we have an air gervice and 
aeroplanes of the best, artillery and munitions suffi- 
cient for modern warfare, and plénty of the military 
technicians essential to an army and navy. 

If we are forced into another war.we may not 
have two great allied armies and navies to hold 
back the enemy while we get ready, and to give us 
artillery, airplanes, and other essentials in default 
of our own. Because Mr. Wilson held the pacifist 
fallacy that to make ready meant to make war, 
our men fought with French“and British guns and 
our boys flew with French aeroplanes. Mr. Cox, who 
seems to be taking all his ideas from Mr. Wilson, 
offers us no hope that the same sanguinary blunder 
would not be perpetrated again. We believe Mr. 
Harding has learned the humiliating lesson of 1917. 

We hope our next war is far away. We trust we 
do not now need a great army. . Our people seem to 
be unable to see the great benefit of universal mili- 
tary training. But at least we should have ever 
ready the equipment and technical framework of a 
modern defense force fully adequate to ovr respon- 
sibilities.

TYPHOID. 

R. VICTOR C. VAUGHAN tells an 
interesting story of typhoid fever 
in Beigium—a story whichgproves 
that any people get rid of 
‘typhoid if they are willing to take the 

| trouble. 
In July, 1914, there was an unusual 
and threatening amount of typhoid 
fever in eastern Belgium. When the 
Germans swept across the country 
droves of people fied before them into 
western Belgium. In this low-lying sec 
tion drainage is poor and water sup- 
plies are far from being perfect. The 
people in the small villages got their 
drinking water from shallow wells. [n 
addition to fe swarms of civilians, four 
armies were quartered in the country. 
The British army was fairly well vac- 
cinated against typhoid, but not pro- 
tected against paratyphoid. The Ger- 
man army was not vaccinated and had 
a lot of typhoid in those early rhonths. 


~ 

By November, 1914, typhoid was very 
much in evidence in the French army. 
Beginning around Belfort it swept 
through the French army from the Swiss 
border to the sea. By January, 1915, the 
typhoid rate in the French army had 
reached 7.24 per 1000. They then be- 
‘gan vaccinating the soldiers and purify- 
ing the water, and presently they had 
the disease under coritrol. 
' The water mains of Ypres were broken 
in the Autumn of 1914 and the water- 
tower was destroyed by the summer of 
1915. Could a better foundation for, 
typhoid be conceived? By autumn there 
were many thousand cases of typhoid 
among civilians in and around Ypres. 
Then the military took the situation in 


They cleaned out an old swim- 


ming pool and pumped it full of polluted 
water from a canal. This water was 
purified by chlorine. - 

Religious objectors were drafted by the 
army to serve as sanitary inspectors and 
typhoid visitors. House-to-house inspec- 
tion located all the cases of typhoid. 
Precautions against spreading the dis- 
ease were thrown around these cases. 
Most of the civil population, not suffer- 
ing from typhoid fever, were vaccinated. 
Typhoid very speedily was brought under 
control. Paratyphoid was controlled 
with greater difficulty, but it finally was 
controlled. 

What was done in Ypres and the sur- 
rounding country should be accomplished 
with. one-fifth the effort in any Amer- 
ican town and the country surrounding
